New Program 

In f# program separate from price 
support, the government reportedly 
planned the purchase of from 1,000,- 
000 to 3,000,000 cases of shell eggs 
for shipment to Great Britain, 
with the possibility that success of 
the venture may lead to the develop- 
ment of a postwar trade in that 
country, which imports the produce 
in peacetime.

ALABAMA ARTILLERY 


OUTFIT FIRES ITS 
100,00TH ROUND 


With The Seventh Army 
In France—The cannoneer 
pulled the lanyard and an- 
other page was added in the 
history of the 988rd Field 
Artillery Battalion, as the 
last round of a total of 100,- 
O00 went out toward the 
German lines. 

This was the cause of a 
recent celebration in this 
American unit, a former AJ- 
abama National Guard bat- 
talion, which has marked its 
progress through niuch of 
the fighting in Italy and 
France. The battalion also 
recently completed its fourth 
year of active service, with 
16 months of that time over- 
seas. Enlisted men and of- 
ficers are entitled to wear 
four campaign stars on their 
theater ribbons. 

The first round of the 
above mentioned total was 
fired from a position in the 
Volturno valley in Italy. The 
greatest number of rounds 
fired in a single 24-hour pe- 
riod by the battalion was 
5,064 when it supported the 
Allied attack in Italy last 
May 11 and 12, from posi- 
tions along the Garigliano 
River. Of these rounds. 
1,529 were fired in the first 
four and a half hours of the 
attack. 

Personnel of this battal- 
icn originally eame from the 
Southeast Alabama towns of 
Elba, Florala, Geneva, Troy 
and Dothan. Upon mobili- 
zation of the unit on 25 No- 
vember 1940, it was the 2nd 
Battalion, 117th Field Ar- 
tillery Regiment of the 31st 
Infantry Division. 

A part of the original of- 
ficer personnel from Alaba- 
ma are still with the unit. 
The executive officer, Maj. 
G. B. Wilder, and the Plans 
and Training officer, Major 
Don S. Mathews, are natives 
of Andalusia. Others are 
Captain R. Carter, Florala; 
Captain John C. Holman, 
Evergreen; Lieutenant Hen- 
ty A. Dorsey, Elba; and Cap- 
tain Jack Parsons, Dothan. 

The battalion entered 
combat in Italy near Vene- 
fro and later proceeded to 
the east and west sectors of 
Cassino, and over the spine 
of the Italian peninsula in 
rugged terrain, under severe 
cold in the winter months 
and severe heat in summer. 

The unit participated in 
the crossing of the Garigli- 
ano River, in the taking of 
Cassino, the break-through 
of both the Gustav and Hit- 
ler lines and was present at 
the fall of Rome and _ the 
subsequent drive to the 
north. It participated in the 
capture of Siena, important 
communications center on 
the road to Florence, and 
aided in the drive to capture 
Florence. 

Also contained in its com- 
bat history are several cita- 
tions, chief of which was 
awarded by the French Ex- 
peditionary Corps in Italy. 
This citation carried the 
award of the Croix de 
Guerre, with Vermillon 
Star, and read in part: “This 
unit has, from 11 May 1944, 
throughout the whole of the 
French Expeditionary Corps’ 
offensive, provided rapid 
and large scale protection 
for our advance elements, 
effectively aiding the latter 
in their victorious advance,” 
The citation was signed by 
General of the Army Juin, 
then commandant of the 
French Expeditionary Corps 
and now chief of French 
Army Staff. 

The battalion shared in 
the citation tendered by Col. 
Navereau, of the French Ar- 
my, last June, when it was 
part of a Fiend Artillery 
Group. This citation lauded 


the courage of the 9388rd 
Field Artillery Battalion’s 


commanding officer, and 
went on to read: “Having 
been authorized to take up 
positions farther back, the 
Group chose to remain in 
positions already occupied, 
fired with great precision 
under the most difficult cir- 
cumstances and never failed 
to display the greatest cool- 
ness under fire.”

POSTHUMOUS AWARD 
IS MADE MRS. NELSON 
ON DEATH OF SON 


Mrs. Lula Nelson, Route 
5, Elba, has been notified 
that a posthumous award of 
the Purple Heart has been 
made to her son, Private 
Oucie Nelson, killed in ac- 
tion in the European theater 


of war. Under date of Jan- 
uary 12 the Secretary of 
War wrote the following 
| f 


letter to Mrs. Nelson: 

“My dear Mrs. Nelson: 
“The President has re- 

quested me to inform you 


that the Purple Heart has 


been awarded posthumously 
to your son, Private Oucie 
Nelson, Field Artillery, who 
sacrifised his lite in defense 
of his country. 

“The medal, which you 
will receive shortly, is of 
slight intrinsie value, but 
rich with the tradition for 
which Americans are so gal- 
lantly giving theiy lives. The 
Father of our country whose 
profile and coat of arms 
adorn the medal, speaks 
from it across the centuries 
to the men who fight today 
for the proud freedom he 
founded. 

“Nothing the War De- 
partment can do or say will 
in any sense repair the loss 
of your loved one. He has 
gone, however, in honor and 
the goodly company of pa- 
triots. Let me, in communi- 
cating to you the country’s 
deep sympathy, also express 
to you its gratitude for his 
valor and devotion. 

“Please believe me, 
“Sincerely yours, 
HENRY L. STIMSON.”

On 8 December 1944, Lt. 
Col. Walter E, Tardy, Field 
Artillery, Army of the Uni- 
ted States, writes from 
Headquarters 601st Tank 
Destroyer Battalion, as fol- 
lows: 

“I wish to take this op- 
portunity to express to you 
my deepest sympathy at the 
loss of your son, Oucie. | 
was his commanding: of'ficer 
and can assure you that he 
was one of the finest soldiers 
under my command. He was 
brave and fearless before 
the enemy and a hard work- 
er whose thoughtfulness and 
consideration for others 
gained him respect of all 
who knew him. 

“Oucie was killed in ac- 
tion against our enemy and 
for this supreme sacrifice 
has won a place of honor in 
the hearts of his country- 
men who will see to it that 
he has not died in yain, 

“It is my sincere hope that 
you will find comfort in the 
knowledge that your boy is 
a hero who has died so that 
others may live.” 

On 1 December 1944, Ma. 
jor Lloyd E, Langford, As- 
sistant Division Chaplain, 
wrote the letter below to 
Mrs. Nelson from Headquar- 
ters Third Infantry Division: 

“By the time you receive 
this letter you will have 
been officially notified of 
the death of your loved one. 
Oucie Nelson, who has giy- 
en his life in the service of 
his country. 

“He was on an armored 
night ‘patrol when direct 
fire from a_ small enemy 
self-propelled gun landed 
next to the vehicle. He was 
exposed in the. turret, re- 
ceiving shell fragment inju- 
ries and concussion from the 
blast. His death was instan- 
taneous. According to an 
officer of his company, “He 
was noted for his willing- 
ness to do more than _ his 
share of any duty when call- 
ed upon. He was well liked 
by all the men in the com- 
pany, and was definitely a 
‘Soldier’ in every sense of 
the word.” 

“As Protestant Chaplain, 
it was my sad duty to offici- 
ate at his burial. I wish to 
assure you that he received 
a service in keeping with 
the high principles for 
which he made the supreme 
sacrifice. He was laid to rest 
in a cemetety that is nicely 
located, and the surround- 
ings have been developed as 
beautifully as possible. His

“It is 
with sincere regret that 1 
see the 988rd Field Artillery 
Battalion leave the fold of 
the Fifth Army. You leave 
us with an enviable record 
of achievements and with 
the high esteem of the In- 
fantry units which you sup- 
ported so vigorously and ef- 
fectively. Ll am well aware 
of the difficulties and hard- 
ships you have had to over- 
come in order to achieve 
these outstanding results. 
Hlowever, vegardless of the 
mountainous terrain, scarci- 
ty of roads, long supply lines 
and a constantly changing 
tactical situation, you have 
done a superb job in accord- 
ance with the highest tradi- 
tions of the artillery. At 
this time | wish to congrat- 
ulate you for the task per- 
formed, and extend my 
heartfelt good wishes for 
further successes in the new 
assignments you are about 
to undertake.”

EUROPE: 
Berlin Goal 


Berlin was their goal as the 
First White Russian and the First 
Ukranian armies plunged to the 
winding ice-packed Oder river on a 
wide front, with German resistance 
growing stronger as columns of re- 
enforcements rushed to the front 
and took up their positions in the 
flaming battle line. 

With the two Russian armies 
drawing up to the Oder on an al- 
most solid front from above Berlin 
clear down to the Czechoslovakian 
border, Berlin was imperilled by a 
powerful outflanking maneuver by 
Marshal Zhukov from the north and 
Marshal Koney from the south. 

The great thrust on Berlin prom- 
ised to put the Germans’ vaunted 
Oder river defense line, over two 
years in the making, to the test, 
and further strain Nazi strength, 
already outnumbered by about three 
to four in the east. In early assaults 
on the Oder in the Silesian area, 
German regulars, reenforced by 
fanatical 16 to 65-year-old home front 
troops, stubbornly held their ground 
against the powerhouse attacks of 
the First Ukranian army, which 
had been the first to reach the de- 
fense line from central Poland. 


Finish Fight 
Long the hallowed center of Prus- 
alanism, Berlin, it appeared, was not 


_ to be spared the fate of other great 


European capitals as the Nazis 
made strong points of its public 
buildings and institutions for a des- 


Declaring “there is no evi- 
dence yet of any rout in the Ger- 
man retreat,’’ Navy Secretary 
Forrestal said: ‘They are with- 


drawing to the great line of de- 


fenses on the Oder river .. . 
where ... they may fight with 
the same tenacity and ferocity 
they have shown in the west... . 
All that will beat Germany is 
power, sheer, crude power.”

up all factories and installations 
in the district. 

“Not one stone atop another . 
will be left . . . when the Russians 
enter,’’ proclaimed Propaganda 
Minister Goebbels. 

Meanwhile, as thousands of Ger- 
man refugees streamed into the 
Reich from the east and Hitler called 
upon all able-bodied men for a last 
ditch fight and all others for indus- 
try, Nazi leaders threatened ".. . 
cowardly creatures who try to de- 
sert the fatherland in its hour of 
need.’’ Said they: ‘We shall not 
permit them to throw a wrench in 
the works. . . . Germany will fight 
On no matter where or under what 
conditions. . . ." 


Fear Yank Drive 

Attacking in snow and slush in 
strength along an expanding front 
below Aachen, Yanks put the en- 
emy’s vaunted Siegfried defenses to 
the test again even as Berlin feared 
an all-out drive to break the dead- 


. lock in the west. 


At the same time, the Germans 
began to slowly break ground in Al- 
sace to the south, where mixed 
U. S. and French forces increased 
heavy pressure on their huge pocket 
below Strasbourg and threatened 
the enemy’s escape roads eastward 
to the Rhine. 

No less than 100,000 U. S. troops 
reportedly burrowed their way into 
the outer defenses of the Siegfried 
line along the sector from which Von 
Rundstedt had burst into Belgium 


ARMY PURCHASES 

The army quartermaster corps in 
1944 placed more than 65 per cent of 
its prime contracts, representing 
46 ner cent of the dollar value of all 
QMC depot contracts, with smaller 
business organizations, the war de- 
partment said. 

Total purchases of subsistence and 
other supplies for the army and 
military services by the quarter- 
master corps amounted to $6,037,- 
872,909,

Strategic Moves

which threatened to cut the island

As long as MacArthur still appeared 
to be holding back some of his 
strength, Jap commanders were re- 
luctant to commit sizeable forces 
into the battle in the Manila region. 


In‘one of the most dramatic epi- 
sodes of the Philippine invasion, 
picked men of the 6th Ranger bat- 
talion and Filipino guerrillas made 
a surprise attack on a Japanese pris- 
on compound behind enemy lines on 
Luzon, freeing 486 Americans, 23 
British, three Dutchmen and a Nor- 
wegian, Although over 100 were so 
weak from malnutrition, disease and 
old battlewounds that they had to 
be carried off on husky Ranger 
backs or in carabao carts, only two 
failed to survive the 25-mile jour- 
ney to safety, 


CONGRESS: 


Busy Session 


With publication of President 
Roosevelt’s agreement to the sepa- 
ration of the Reconstruction Finance 
corporation with its vast loaning 
powers from the U. S. department 
of commerce, the senate passed the 
George bill authorizing the action 
by a 74 to 12 vote and thereby paved 
the way for the confirmation of 
Henry A. Wallace as the department 
secretary. 

Although Wallace’s confirmation 
was postponed to March 1, it was 
considered likely at that time, since 
principal objection to his appoint- 
ment had been based on the fact 
that he would have controlled the 
vast resources of the RFC in the 
postwar period, with fear of their 
use on government projects to pro- 
vide full employment. House ap- 
proval of the bill to separate the 
RFC from the commerce depart- 
ment was expected to meet speedy 
approval. 

At the same time, the house 
passed, and then sent to a none too 
sympathetic senate, a work or fight 
bill, under which all men between 
18 and 45 would be frozen in essen- 
tial occupations or asked to take 
jobs designated by their, local draft 
boards under penalty of induction or 
fine and imprisonment in case of re- 
fusal.

While it is true that our redemp- 
tion is worth more than anything 
else in all the world and that the 
Christian would gladly set aside (or 
would he?) everything for Christ's 
sake, yet that does not fulfill the 
thought of this parable. After all, 
what has a sinner (whose own right- 
eousness is described in Scripture 
as ‘filthy rags’’) to sell in order to 
obtain redemption? And is it for 
sale? (See Eph, 2:8). 

Obviously, we here have the Sa- 
viour with His all-seeing eye and 
loving heart noting in fallen human- 
ity the pearl of great price, His own 
Church. He then gives up all the 
glory He had with the Father, 
comes to the earth, and even be- 
comes sin for us that He may bring 
us to God, 

Salvation in Christ is no little 
thing, not something which was pur- 
chased with gold or silver, but with 
the precious blood of Christ. We 
ought to value it highly, and be- 
cause we are bought with such a 
price we ought always to glorify God 
(I Cor, 6:28), 

Il. The Heart of Compassion (14: 
13-16). 

The One who was willing to die 
that men might have eternal life 
was not unmindful of their need of 
His mercy and grace for their 
daily problems. Jesus not only died 
that we might have redemption from 
sin, but He lived (yes, and lives 
now!) with tender-hearted com- 
passion toward those in need, 


He who is the living Bread was 
not willing that men should hunger 
for their daily bread. The disciples 
saw only one solution—to send them 
away, but Jesus said, ‘‘They need 
not depart." 

One is fearful that the church has 
been all too quick about sending the 
needy away to some social agency 
or community charity, when it 
should have won their confidence by 
its compassion, and then brought 
them to Christ. 

Little is much when God is in it, 
and by the divine touch of Jesus the 
multitude was fed. Could we not 
do far more for Christ if we would 
only use the little we have, with 
His blessing, for the help of our 
fellow men? 

Ill. The Miracle of Provision (14: 
17-21). 

We pray, ‘Give us this day our 
daily bread,’’ and it is only as God 
provides it that we have it. He gives 
life to the seed, and multiplies it 
in rich hafvest, and we eat, we 
trust, with thankful hearts. 

That is a miracle—so oft repeated 
that we have lost a bit of the wonder 
and glory of it. Here in the story 
of the feeding of the five thousand 
and more (v. 21) with five loaves 
and two fishes, we have such a mira- 
cle of provision taking the little and 
making it enough for the multitude. 

The Lord may not work in exactly 
the same way today, but do not 
God's servants see Him multiply 
their meager store as they give it 
out in His name? That is true 
whether the gift be of material or 
spiritual things. God can and does 
bless those who trust Him. Letting 
what we have pass through the 
hands of Christ results in transfor- 
mation and multiplication. Try it! 

Men and women are value-con- 
scious in our day. While money is 
plentiful, goods of real quality are 
scarce, and one must look for that 
which has durability and worth, The 
treasures which Christ offers are en- 
during. He says, ‘‘Lay up for your- 
selves treasures in heaven, where 
neither moth nor rust doth corrupt, 
and where thieves do not break 
through nor steal’ (Matt, 6:20). 

By contrast, ‘‘the things Satan of- 
fers are temporary, In a few years 
most earthly honors and wealth 
must be laid aside. But the treas- 
ures of the kingdom are treasures 
which God intends that we should 
possess forever,

WASHINGTON, D. C.— Facing 
the greatest task-in its history in 
serving American fighting men on 
advancing war fronts overseas, their 
families at home, their buddies re- 
turning to the United States after 
discharge, and the American people 
in emergencies on the home front, 
the American Red Cross will launch 
its third War Fund campaign March 
ay 

That the American people will re- 
Spond with overwhelming generosity 
to the appeal for $200,000,000 to 
carry on this world-wide program is 
already indicated in the nation-wide 
determination to meet all its war 
needs and to bring the five-year 
struggle to an early and successful 
conclusion. : 

In every invasion during the past 
year, Chairman Basil O'Connor of 
the American Red Cross said, Red 
Cross workers have either gone with 
the troops, or have followed within 
a very short time. Red Cross field 
directors were with General Bisen- 
hower’s men in the great amphibious 
invasion of France, and with Gen- 
eral MacArthur's forces when they 
returned to the Philippines. 

Ten thousand men and women 
wear the Red Cross uniform over- 
Seas, serving in every theatre of 
war and with every command, They 
work in leave clubs, clubmobiles, 
rest homes, hospitals. Red Cross 
men attached to fighting units are 
with those outfits even in actual 
combat. Red Cross girls dispense 
snacks at air fields, along trucking 
Supply routes, behind front areas 
and in liberated cities. 

Many, both men and women, are 
on duty at scores of isolated out- 
posts throughout the world, and 


Red Cross service on the home 
front has expanded with the ever- 
increasing demand upon it, Mr. 
O'Connor said. In addition to col- 
lecting more than ten million pints 
of blood for plasma since the begin- 
ning of the war, the Red Cross has 
met requests of the Army and Navy 
for whole blood shipments to Buro- 
pean and Pacific battle areas. Ten 
centers on the Hast and West coasts 
already participate in the collection 
of Type O whole blood, while others 
Stand ready to join in that program 
as military needs warrant, 

At four packaging centers, manned 
by volunteer workers, more than 


20,000,000 food parcels have been | 


turned out in a steady stream for 
shipment to prisoners of war and 
civilian internees in Germany and 
the Far Hast. Surgical dressings— 
775,000,000 of them—were prepared 
in the past year alone for front line 
and hospital use.

homeless people. 

Nor has its service to the armed 
forces on a global scale caused any 
relaxation on the part of the Red 
Cross to carry out its traditional 
service to the American people in 
time of disaster. More than 200 do- 
mestic disasters—floods, high winds 
and fires—have found Red Cross 
workers on the job to relieve stricken 
families and to aid in the rebuilding 
of communities,
